Do not stu ff you r bird early 
and then freeze it — even over­ 
night. Chilling and freezing su f­ 
ficiently to preserve the tu rkey 
o nly complicates the problem of 
bacterial growth, l>oth du ring the 
tim e it takes the bird to freeze 
and du ring the thawing and bak­ 
ing process. 


Allo w plenty o f ro o m fo r ex ­ 
pansio n when y o u stuff y o ur 
turkey .

My heart 
and kidney tests were normal. 
Will I have to take water pills 
the rest of my life? 


A—If you are overweight, los­ 
ing weight will be a definite help. 
When you sit around, you should 
elevate your feet on a low stool. 
Don’t sit for more than 45 min­ 
utes- without getting up and mov­ 
ing about. 


Ask your doctor whether you 
should be taking an anti-coagu­ 
lant. Custom-fitted elastic stock­ 
ings which you should put on in 
the morning before getting out 
of bed should lie of great benefit. 
You should also elevate the foot 
of your bod with blocks 6 to 8 
inches high. 


The best exercise you can take 
is swimming or wading ui deep 
water. Don’t take the water pills 
any 
longer 
than 
your 
doctor 
thinks you need them 


Q— I am 88 and am taking po­ 
tassium chloride. Methadrm. and 
digitalis. What are they for? Will 
they cause any bad aftereffects 
if I take them for a long tune? 
A—Potassium chloride is a mild 
diuretic or water pill. Metahydnn i 
is also given to reduce waterlog- ! 
ging. Digitalis strengthens your j 
heart beat. This combination is 
usually given for a leaky heart 
valve with decompensation. 
Anyone w ho needs these drugs ; 
should take them indefinitely un­ 
less the cause is removed by an 
open operation on the heart. Your 1 
doctor will 
determine what 
is 
the smallest dose you need to 
keep vou comfortable. 


Q—Could taking Potaba cause 
amyotrophic lateral sclerosis? 
A—The cause of amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis is unknown. He­ 
red ity may be a factor. There is 
no evidence that any drug would 
cause it.
